JONAH AND WHALE IS AN ALLEGORY 


Nowhere else have we any record ‘of 
this remarkable conversion of the inhabi- 
tants of Nineveh. .Many Inscriptions and 
tablets remain to tell us the history of that 
ancient city. but none of them relate the 
story of the prophet and the marvelous 
effect of his preaching.’ 

“It was not customary for the Jewish 
pr with such success in their 
preaching. AS a rule their teachings were 
rejected and they were persecuted. 


Book Not Meant to Be 
Interpreted Literally. 

“Viewed as an allegory, the book comes 
to a most powerful climax in the manifesta- 
tion of divine mercy on Nineveh. Inter- 
preted literally, ii comes to an anti-climax 


in the sulking anger of the prophet.”’ 

Prof. Braithwaite said that the book of 
Jonah was written at least 200 years after 
the fall of Nineveh. and that this was fur- 
ther evidence that its writer did not mean 
that it should be literally understood. 

“The objection most often made to the 
allegorical interpretation of the book," said 
that speaker, “is the reference made by 
the Savior to.the story of Jonah. He spoke 
of Jonah’'s stay in the fish, and of the re- 
pentance of the people of Nineveh. 

“In-considering this argument, we must 
remember that Christ not only used para- 
bles constantly, but that he adapted his ar- 
guments to the prevailing traditions of his 
time. He spoke of the mustard seed as the 
smallest of seeds, through the seeds of 
other less known plans are smaller. The 
mustard seed filled the popular conception 
of a small seed, and he used it for his fius- 
tration without going into a scientific d!s- 
cussion. 

“In the same way Christ may have used 
the story of Jonah, taking it as a tradition 
with which all his hearers were ;familiar. 
even though it was probably regarded by 
them only as an allegory. A speaker today 
might use the story of Hamlet in the same 
way. and his hearers would not suppose 
for a moment that he was expressing a be- 
lief in the Hteral truth of Skakspeare's 


tale."’

WASHINGTON, July 28.—The life of Dr. 
Russell Wilson of Ohio, who was captured 
with a revolutionist party in Nicaragua, has 


been saved through the representations of 
Minister Corea of that country. A cab.e- 
gram was received at the state deparcment 
/today from Chester Donaidson. Uni.ed 
States consul at Managua, Nicaragua, 
dated the 26th inst., as follows: “As a cour- 
tesy to the United States and sympathy for 
the mother, the President will commute Dr.

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Two more transit cars colliding near Forest Park Highlands 
prove the urgent need of putting the brake law in force at the 
earliest possible moment. Meenwhile, the street railway «om- 
panies owe it to the public to insist that their car crews shal 
exercise more care. There should be such definite rules as to 
which car Shall take precedence at crossings and switches that 
no excuse can be found for collisions at such points. 
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FAULKNER'S CONVICTION. 

The conviction of Henry A. Faulkner of perjury in connection 
with the Suburban bribery exposure is another gratifying piece 
of evidence that it may be dargerous as well as odious to be- 
tray a public trust. 

The evidence in this case was practically the same as that 
which convicted Julius Lehman. The defendant was ably and 
vigorously defended, every contrivance of legal cunning beng 
employed to save him. But the facts were too much for cunning 
and dexterity and the “verdict of guilty will be generally approved 
by those who have intelligently followed the trial. 

In prosecuting these cases the circuit attorney and his aids 
are supported by a unanimous public sentiment. Prejudfce 
against individuals ought always to be disregarded. But there is 
@ resolute determination that boodling shall be stopped. 

There have been toé many postponements of these cases, but 
if the prosecution is\.vigorous when they do come to trial the 
people of St. Louis will not complain.

Science Cannot Discover Cause of Late 
Eruption. 
Srecial to the lost-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, July 28.—Analyses of the 
lava and other elements thrown ,out by 


Mount Pelee in its late eruption have 
thrown no light on the probable cd@use of the 
outbreak. 

Prof. obert T. Hill held to the theory 
that in some manner salt water had found 
its way under the mountain, and that it 
came into contact with some gases, with 
the result of bringing about the explosions. 
Nothing has been discovered in the analy- 
tical work of the chemists to confirm this 


theory.
